In  1834,  Captain  Gilbert  Knapp  founded  a settlement  on  the 
shore  of  Lake  Michigan  at  the  mouth  of  the  Root  River.  Originally 
named  Port  Gilbert,  the  140  acre  settlement  became  known  as 
Racine  from  the  French  word  meaning  " a river  tangled  with  roots." 
Early  French  missionaries  gave  Racine  her  name  because  of  the 
profusion  of  roots  which  grew  from  the  banks  of  the  Root  River. 

A century  ago,  Racine  earned  the  name  "Belle  City  of  the  Lakes" 
because  of  her  picturesque  setting  on  a thumb  of  land  protruding 
into  Lake  Michigan.  Racine  is  also  affectionately  known  as 
"Kringleville"  after  the  popular  Danish  pastry,  Kringle.  Over  one- 
third  of  Racine's  population  is  of  Danish  descent.  In  addition, 
Racine  was  an  outstanding  center  of  Bohemian  culture  in  America 
and  was  known  as  the  "Czech  Bethlehem."  Other  early  settlers 
immigrated  from  Armenia,  Germany,  Italy,  Greece,  Sweden, 
Norway,  Poland,  England,  Ireland,  Scotland  and  Wales.  These 
people's  dedication  to  quality  and  fine  craftsmanship  enabled 
Racine  to  become  recognized  as  a superior  manufacturing  commun- 
ity, home  for  such  international  companies  as  J.I.  Case,  S.C.  Johnson 
and  Son  and  Western  Publishing  Company,  to  name  a few.  This 
same  dedication  to  quality  is  evident  in  the  community  involve- 
ment in  the  redevelopment  of  the  Lake  Michigan  breakwaters.  City 
and  County  government,  corporations  and  private  individuals  are 
working  together  to  create  a new  harbor  containing  a marina  with 
820  new  boat  slips,  a park  for  on-shore  fishing,  picnicking  and 
recreation,  and  a Festival  Park  with  indoor  and  outdoor  event 
facilities.

HISTORY  OF  THE  RACINE  NUMISMATIC 
SOCIETY 

- by  Roy  A.  Miller 

The  first  breath  of  life  for  the  Ra- 
cine Numismatic  Society  came  on  a 
cold  March  evening  in  1938  at  Wag- 
ner's Restaurant  in  Racine.  Here  had 
gathered  14  coin  collectors  to  launch 
what  was  to  be  one  of  the  midwest's 
most  active  and  progressive  numisma- 
tic organlzat ions .The  group  had  been 
brought  together  by  John  M. Carls  who 
presided  over  the  organizational  meet- 
ing. With  the  groundwork  laid, on  Ap- 
ril 8,  1938  thirteen  members  met  to 
elect  officers  and  socialize  with  20 
members  of  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  who  came  down  to  welcome  the 
flegllng  club  into  our  greet  hobby. 
The  elected  slate  of  officers  were: 
President  - Henry  Smedlng 
Vice  President  - Paul  Stanford 
Sec.-Treas.  - K.C.  Bergan 

Hubert  Polzer  of  the  Milwaukee  Club 
gave  a short  talk  on  proper  operat- 
ion of  a successful  club. 

In  the  summer  months  that  followed 
the  busy  new  club  under  the  guidance 
of  President  Smedlng  adopted  a con- 
stitution and  bylaws,  conducted  auc- 
tions, joined  the  A.N.A.,  established 
a library,  and  heard  varied  speakers 
expound  on  hobby  subjects.  Meetings 
were  suspended  for  November  and  De- 
cember of  1938  and  were  resumed  in 
April  of  1939. The  year  1939  was  also 
formative  for  the  Racine  Numismatic 
Society,  the  first  club  display  case 
was  purchased,  charter  members  were 
assigned,  and  an  anniversary  banquet 
to  be  held  the  following  spring  was 
finalized.  By  1940  a regular  year- 
round  meeting  schedule  was  establis- 
hed. Membership  attendance  continued 
to  be  13-14,  and  13  members  plus 
guests, and  ladies  were  now  permitted 
to  be  members  of  the  club(50^  auxi- 
liary membership).  The  three  years 


that  followed  - 1941, 1942, 1943  - were 
extremely  productive  for  the  Racine 
Club;  President  Richard  Yeoman  and 
J.V.  McDermott  added  national  scope 
to  the  excellent  Racine  hard  core 
membership  and  the  Whitman  develop- 
ments in  numismatic  communications 
brought  further  growth  to  the  club 
as  well  as  numismatics  as  a whole. 

With  wartime  work  schedules  cutting 
into  available  leisure  time,  the  Ra- 
cine annual  banquet  was  held  on  a 
Saturday  night  in  1943  and  no  further 
club  records  are  available  until  the 
March  14  meeting  of  1947  (the  club 
continued  to  meet  during  the  war  ye- 
ars though).  The  disorganized  busy 
years  of  the  world  war  had  damaged 
most  social  organizations  and  the  Ra- 
cine club  attendance  had  fallen  off 
badly. The  1947  meetings  were  held  in 
a tavern  owned  by  one  of  the  club  mem- 
bers but  better  days  lay  just  ahead 
for  the  hobby  and  the  club. The  years 

1948  through  1953  were  filled  with 
excellent  programming, soc lal  gather- 
ings in  Racine , Milwaukee,  and  Chica- 
go, and  displays  of  coins  by  members 
that  by  today's  standards  would  be 
of  museum  caliber. By  1954  the  club' a 
hard-core  members  were  beginning  a 
second  round  of  officer  stewardship 
and  the  club  treasury  bulged  with 
$343.84  on  hand. Annual  banquets  were 
attracting  over  ■ 100  persons  and  on 
December  9,  1954  the  club  celebrated 
its  200th  meeting. Hubert : Polzer  sent 
a bouquet  of  flowers  from  Milwaukee 
for  the  occasion.  In  1956  a Board  of 
Governors  was  created  with  Peter  Te- 
nnyck,  Gordon  Nelson,  Ben  Schwartz, 
Jerome  Koesler,  and  James  Welckman 
elected  to  fill  the  newly  created 
posts .Membership  attendance  at  meet- 
ings ran  in  the  20  to  30  area  and 
guests  were  attending  nearly  every 
meeting. 

Inflation  arrived  in  1958  and  annual 
club  dues  were  increased  from  $1.50 
to  $3.00  per  year.  Numbered  paddles 
were  obtained  to  speed  up  bidding  in 
club  auctions. The  annual  banquet  was 
attended  by  153  members  and  guests. 
By  i960  the  annual  coin  show  sponso- 
red by  the  club  had  outgrown  the 
Elks  Club  and  was  held  at  St.  John's 
Hall  on  April  8.  Y/ord  came  from  up 
north  country  that"a  meeting  to  form 
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an  organization  known  aa  the  Numisma- 
tists of  Wisconsin  would  be  held  on 
July  10,  I960  at  Iola,  Wisconsin." 

The  running  record  of  the  Racine  Nu- 
mismatic Society  ends  in  196l,a  list- 
ing studded  with  names  of  national, 
regional, and  state  stature  in  numis- 
matics . 


Today,  the  Racine  Numismatic 
Society  has  sixty  members 
including  three  honorary 
life  members,  Dick  Yeoman, 
Ken  Bressett  and  Lincoln 
Higgie.  The  club  has  20  paid 
up  life  members,  with  Bill 
Spencer  holding  the  life 
membership  number  one,  dat- 
ing back  to  19511  The  RNS 
meets  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month  at  the  Saint 
Lukes  Parish  Center.

Seymour  W.  Hollister  was 
born  in  Racine,  Wisconsin  in 
1845,  the  son  of  Asa  and 
Sarah  M.  (Tombs)  Hollister, 
natives  of  New  York  and  Eng- 
land respectively. 

Although  Seymour  was 
born  in  Racine,  the  family 
moved  to  Oshkosh  the  same 
year,  where  his  father  was 
engaged  in  contracting,  mil- 
ling, and  logging.  His  fath- 
er retired  in  1860  and  died 
in  1889.  His  mother  died  in 
March,  1907.  There  were  five 
children  born  to  Asa  and 
Sarah  Hollister.  Four  sons 
William  W.,  Seymour  W.,  Phi- 
lip W. , Guy  W. , and  one  dau- 
ghter Anna. 

The  eldest  son  William 
W. , was  a soldier  in  the 
Civil  War  in  the  First  Wis- 
consin Cavalry.  Afterwards 
he  embarked  in  the  lumber 
business  in  Oshkosh  and  vi- 
cinity. He  died  in  1896. 

Seymour  W. , grew  to  man- 
hood in  Oshkosh,  receiving  a 
good  practical  education, 
and  in  1864  enlisted  in  Com- 


pany B,  Third  Wisconsin  Cav- 
alry, serving  until  the  clo- 
se of  the  war.  In  1866  he 
began  logging  with  his  bro- 
ther William  W.  and  continu- 
ed with  him  until  1868. 

Philip  W.  resided  in 
Oshkosh,  and  was  for  a num- 
ber of  years  in  business 
with  Seymour,  also  with  a 
Chicago  firm  called  Manufac- 
tures and  Builders  Supply 
Company,  and  later  at  Med- 
ford, Wisconsin. 

Guy  W.  also  worked  with 
his  older  brothers  when  it 
was  called  Hollister  Broth- 
ers Lumber  Company.  Later  he 
moved  to  Medford,  Wis.  It  is 
assumed  that  Philip  and  Guy 
ended  up  running  the  Medford 
bus iness . 

In  1882  Seymour  W.  form- 
ed the  company  of  Hollister, 
Amos  and  Company,  with  Frank 
Amos.  This  business  operated 
right  up  until  his  death.  In 
1883  he  al  so' became  a part- 
ner in  the  firm  of  R.  McMil- 
ien  and  Company,  manufactur- 
ers of  lumber,  sash,  doors, 
and  blinds.  He  withdrew  from 
this  firm  in  1887. 

In  1888  he  formed  the 
company  of  Hollister,  Jewell 
and  Co.,  ex  Senator  Philetus 
Sawyer  being  associated  with 
him.  They  purchased  a limit 
of  90,000  acres  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario,  Canada  and 
built  a sawmill  at  Garden 
River,  Northern  Ontario. 
This  firm  manufactured  lum- 
ber there  for  five  years, 
about  20,000,000  feet  per 
Year,  The  mill  was  burned  in 


1893,  and  was  not  rebuilt. 

With  Leander  Choate  and 
a few  other  business  men, 
Colonel  Hollister  establish- 
ed the  Choate-Hollister  Fur- 
niture Company,  which  burned 
in  April  1899.  This  firm  sp- 
ecialized in  dining  room 
and  library  furniture.  Sey- 
mour was  vice  president  of 
this  firm,  also  president  of 
the  Keshena  Improvement  Com- 
pany and  of  the  Wolf  River 
Boom  Company. 

He  was  also  director  of 
many  of  the  large  business 
institutions  of  Oshkosh,  in- 
cluding the  Old  National 
Bank,  Oshkosh  Tool  Manufac- 
turing Company,  Winnebago 
Traction  Company,  and  R.  Mc- 
Millen  Company. 

He  was  always  a republi- 
can in  politics  and  was  a 
member  of  Governor  Uptam's 
and  Governor  Schofield's 
staff,  this  is  where  he  got 
the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  was 
a prominant  Mason  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  G.A.R.  and  Elks 
lodges . 

In  the  year  1868  he  mar- 
ried Miss.  Katie  G.  Smith, 
they  had  five  children.  She 
died  November  19,  1896.  He 
married  the  second  time  to 
Lottie  Irene  Loomis  in  1897. 
They  had  one  child.  All  of 
his  children  resided  in  Osh- 
kosh, one  son  became  a lawy- 
er, and  two  sons  were  in  the 
lumber  businesses  with  their 
father. 

D.L.  Libbey  was  a banker 
who  owned  a steamboat  that 
was  built  in  1888.  At  the 
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death  of  D.L.  Libbey,  about 
1895,  Colonel  Hollister  bou- 
ght the  boat  and  renamed  it 
S.W.  Hollister.  this  was 
used  as  a tugboat  to  haul 
logs  down  river  to  the  saw- 
mills. It  was  still  operat- 
ing when  Colonel  Hollister 
died  in  1915. 


ONE,  BUT  ONE  WHAT? 

Enigmatic  brass  token  of 
Colonel  S.W.  Hollister.  Un- 
usually large  for  a one  cent 
token,  this  could  have  been 
a work  check.  (Counter  for 
work  completed) . 


It  is  not  known  when  the 
token  was  used,  or  for  what 
it  was  used.  It  is  assumed 
that  the  token  dates  back  to 
the  1890's.  Was  it  issued 
for  the  furniture  business, 
or  for  use  on  the  boat?  Even 
small  boats  like  a tugboat 
gave  excursion  rides  on  Sun- 
days . 

Colonel  S.W.  Hollister 
is  remembered  to  this  day  in 
Oshkosh  by  a street  named 
after  him,  called  Hollister 

Avenue .

Here  in  the  Wisconsin 
heartland,  4000  miles  from 
its  home,  the  English  "Model 
Penny"  is  a familiar  item  to 
both  the  token  collector  and 
foreign  coin  collector,  sin- 
ce the  "penny"  nicely  fits 
into  both  catagories.  These 
early  tokens  are  really  an 
unofficial  English  pattern 
coin,  similar  in  nature  to 
the  Feuchtwanger  coinage  of 
U.S.  numismatists. 

Made  of  copper  with  sil- 
ver insert  centers,  these 
experimental  coins  were  de- 
signed to  meet  the  intrinsic 
demand  of  1840  English  law, 
and  yet  provide  relief  from 
the  huge  copper  and  bronze 
coins  in  circulation  at  the 
time.  Cleverly  designed  with 
beaded  borders  for  touch 
identification,  the  light- 
weight coins  were  favorably 
received  by  the  public,  but 
as  in  the  case  of  Feuchtwan- 
ger coinage,  rejected  by  the 
powers  of  state. 

While  the  rejection  of 
the  Feuchtwanger  coinage  was 
a bit  more  political,  the 
Model  coinage  bi-metal  make- 
up did  create  minting  prob- 
lems which  were  directly  re- 
lated to  its  failure  and  re- 
jection. 

The  Model  penny,  and  its 
companion,  Model  half  penny, 
were  designed  with  silver 
plug  inserts,  models  without 
silver  centers  were  created 
in  copper  for  one  quarter 


and  one  eighth  penny  patt- 
erns, and  silver  solids  for 
one  sixteenth  and  one  thirty 
second  penny  patterns. 

The  Model  coinage  was 
the  brainchild  of  one  Joseph 
Moore,  and  was  struck  in  the 
mid  1840's.  While  no  mintage 
records  exist,  the  popular- 
ity of  the  tokens  is  unques- 
tioned. There  are  lots  of 
them  right  here  in  central 
Wisconsin! 


While  the  penny  and  half 
penny  Models,  with  silver 
plug  centers,  were  well  re- 
ceived by  the  English  public,, 
the  four  stage  striking  pro- 
cess, and  the  pressure  put 
on  the  copper  planchets  by 
the  silver  inserts  were  a 
mintmasters  nightmare.  Exam- 
ination of  nearly  every  Mod- 
el penny  or  half  penny  will 
show  die  cracks  in  the  cop- 
per outer  rings. 

Moore  used  several  dif- 
ferent dies  for  the  silver 
portraits  in  the  center,  and 
the  British  Museum  collec- 
tion contains  numerous  uni- 
que and  rare  varieties.  How 
the  Model  coinage  became  so 
common  in  the  midwest  United 
States  is  a mystery,  but  im- 
migration could  have  been  a 
primary  factor.

Adelbert  P.  "Del"  Bertschy  a resident  of  Shorewood,  Wisconsin 
passed  away  after  a near  2 year  long  illness. 

Del  as  he  liked  to  be  called,  would  hay.e  been  92  on 
April  21st.  This  great  collector  was  involved  in  the  hobby 
for  80  years;  ever  since  his  mother  gave- him  a tin  tobacco

qrand-f at her . Though  he  said  ha  did  manage  to  spend  a few  of 
the  Indian  Head  Cents  for  chewing  gum,  his  collecting 
interest  had  begun.

Del  always  made  himself  available  to  give  a talk  at  any 
civic:  organization,  school,  club  meeting,  coin  convention,  YN 
group  or  Boy  Scout  merit  badge  clinic.  Always  accompanied  by 
an  exhibit,  Del  probably  gave  more  talks  on  numismatics  than 
any  other  person  during  his  lifetime.  His  knowledge  of 
numismatics  was  very  vast  and  he  had  stories  to  tell  about 
most  of  the  items  in  his  collection.  His  excellent  lib r ar y 
and  personal  acquaintance  with  the  numismatic  leqends  of  the 
past  such  as  B.  Max  Mehl , Albert  Grinnell , Barney  Bluestone, 
"Mr.  Phil"  Philpott,  M.  F.  Bolender,  Thomas  Bain,  Abe  Kosoff- 


Mac  McDermott,  Aubrey  Bebee,  James  Kelly,  L.  S.  Werner, 

Stacks  and  Bovvers  & Ruddy  -filled  his  numismatic  accountings. 

A very  nice  story  about  Del  was  written  in  an  "Abe  Kossoff 
Remembers"  article  in  Numismatic  News  which  Del  was  very 
proud  of,  and  he  was  rewarded  with  a Krause  Numismatic 
Ambassador  Award  in  1975. 

That's  not  all,  because  Del’s  -family  remembers  him  best 
as  an  avid  hunter  and  -fisherman  and  in  1979  Del  headed  north 
for  his  56th  deer  hunt.  He  shot  a deer  on  this  trip.  He  was 
very  proud  of  having  a story  written  about  him  in  the 
Milwaukee  Sentinel  as  "Wisconsin's  oldest  Deer  Hunter".  Also 
up  until  1979  Del  had  gone  fishing  in  Canada  for  33 
consecutive  years  and  also  often  went  fishing  in  Lake 
Michigan.  Del  was  headed  for  the  lakes  many  times  before  the 
sun  came  up. 

Del  collected  coins,  tokens  and  paper  money  from  this 
country. and  others.  His  memory  was  so  keen  he  knew  everything 
which  he  had  in  his  possession  and  could  recall  events  from 
his  boyhood  such  as  reciting  the  alphabet  backwards  due  to  a 
bit  of  school  discipline  at  age  Q.  Though  he  had  many  more 
coins,  his  greatest  love  was  paper  money,  but  could  rarely 
bring  himself  to  part  with  anything  numismatic.  He  was  very 
proud  of  two  pieces  of  paper  money  in  his  collection  which 
were  the  $10  series  1864  Compound  interest  bearing  note  (the 
only  one  known  in  uncirculated  condition)  and  a series  of 
1902  $100  Red  Seal  note  serial  #1  from  the  Germania  National 
Bank  of  Milwaukee. 

Del  loved  life,  his  family,  collecting  and  the  MNS, 
followed  by  thousands  of  friends  around  the  U.S.  Del  is 
survived  by  his  loving  wife  Luella,  sister  Alice  Kadish, 
daughter  Nancy  Li  decker  and  her  husband  Robert,  son  Adelbert 
Jr.  and  his  wife  Dorothy  along  with  six  grand  children  and 
two  great  grand  children. 

Del  had  a way  of  inspiring  people  to  achieve  more  and 
making  them  feel  good.  He  will  be  missed  by  his  family, 
friends  and  acquaintenances. 

Del  was  born  in- 1896,  the  same  year  as  the  release  of 
the  famous  $1  educational  note  bearing  the  vignette  of 
"History  Instructing  Youth"  which  for  much  of  his  latter  life 
fit  Del's  ways  perfectly,  and  his  memory  will  be  with  us  for 
many  years  to  come.  Rest  in  peace  Del,  our  friend  and  mentor.
